DR. MITCHELL COMMENTS
ON RAPID SPREAD
AMONG CATTLE

INFECT HERD IN DAY
Also Says Ma-:; Head of Stock
Are Imported Which Are
Slever Inspected.

Commenting on the decrease of the
~foot and mouth disease In America,
Dr. Mitcholl, one¢ of the leading vet-
erinary surgeong of Auderson stated
last night that .he has recelved an

tee of Clemson col!ege in regard to
the importaution of eattle nud live-
stock from reglons now infected by
the dibeases. The regulation ready
as follows:

“It 18 hereby ordered that tha im-
portation into the state of South
cattle, sheep, other ruminants of
swine originating in any part -of the
state of Illinols for any purvose Is
herecby prohibited and also the impor-
tation of anti-hog cholera serum or
virus from this state.

He also 'atatod ‘that the laws of
South Carolina about bringing in cat-
tle from other stites are very rigid
and they are govd, hnt owing to  the
fact that many hufidreds of cattle and
horses are hrougat into the state each

examined, the Iaws ure not Very use-
ful. “I hmro often seen a number ot
cows or horses an¢ sometimes hogs
being brought - 4:08s the. Savannah
river into South 'Carolina .and into
Anderson county,” when I koew they
were not being {nspected. This may
be all right, but ‘it looks bad. 'The
laws are good' and ‘are againgt this.
They should. be enforced. The cat-
tie may or may not be discased.”
